There's been much discussion on the list of several of the ARRL BoD's 
recent decisions, but the one I was most excited about was the 
recommendation that League affiliated hamfests admit persons up to 16 
years old for free. Many on the list are engaged in the planning and 
execution of hamfests, and I want to encourage them to follow this 
recommendation. 


My son, and many of his buds, have a diverse set of interests. 
Basketball, computer games, tricks to play on older/younger siblings, 
etc. are all on the top of most lists. But he is interested in robotics, 
remote control, and to a lesser degree electronics for commuication. He 
took the Tech exam in June and missed by 2 questions--not bad for not 
really studying. Says he may try it again "soon," and other than general 
encouragement, I'm trying hard not to push: tends to cause an "equal and 
opposite reaction." 


He loves hamfests, and like his OM, pokes in the bins of odd and 
assorted connectors, chips, adapters, etc. for the one thing that will 
engender the "great project" in the imagination. We're planning on 
Shelby in early September, and we'll be forking out the $5 apiece for 
preregistration. But if it were free, well some buds could come along 
for the day, and then who knows what a gang of creative and 
unconventional teenagers could cook up? 


It seems to me that many of the hamfests also sponsor SKYWARN seminars, 


etc. and the one flyer we used last April for the Wake Forest U Radio 
Club event that attracted the most attention dealt with the immediacy 
and personal dimension of amateur radio in the face of disaster. Will 
never forget a student from Oklahoma City talking with me about how 
after the major tornado storms some years back passed through, ham radio 
ops were in his neighborhood connecting folks to emergency services 
within 20 minutes. There's a SKYWARN seminar scheduled for Shelby-- 
maybe we'll drift in for a while. 


We listened to reports of high winds in the Tampa area this evening as 
Barry moves into land. He thought it was neat, that ops took the time 
to help the weather service and emergency services know just what local 
conditions were. I agreed. 


Maybe it takes a hamfest to raise a new generation of ops for the 
amateur service. What can we do to help?

Yesterday my son and I attended the Hamfest in Springfield. We both 
enjoyed the time we spent there. When I mentioned this idea to him, 
he said that the notice in QST did say that those under 16 would be 
admitted free, and he was a little disappointed since his 16th 
birthday was two weeks earlier. Of course, I didn't know about the 
under 16 free thing, so I wrote the check to pay for both of us 
anyway. Oh well, it didn't make any difference anyway. 


I did notice more younger kids there yesterday, but I chalked it up 
to the fact that it was a bigger hamfest than some of the others I've 
been to recently. 


Personally, I would expand the age to anyone under 21. I sponsor the 
amateur radio club at the high school where I teach, and I took a 


carload to the Lebanon hamfest this past spring. That one had free 
admission for everyone, but two or three of the kids that went were 
over 16, and perhaps if they had had to pay it might have made a 
difference. 


Another thing that may help would be to have door prize drawings for 
the kids. One of our group won a small prize, and everyone was 
excited. 


I second Ken's suggestion that hamfest planners do things to attract 
young people. Talk to the teens (and younger) and find out what 
attracts them. They don't want us to put on teen rock "concerts" for 
them, but they do want to see other teens there doing stuff. 
Technology is a big draw, but so is the unusual. If you can find some 
kid who is proficient in code, why not have a QRP station set up, and 
have him actually operating. If you can have a monitor set up to show 
visitors what is being sent and received (but placed out of the view 
of the operator) kids will flock to the booth. If another teen is 
explaining what's going on, the kids will get hooked. 


While I'm on my soapbox, what can we do to get the girls interested? 
I would guess that 90% of the people at the Trade Center yesterday 
were men, and most of them were over 50. The few women there appeared 
to be wives who were there to watch the table while their husbands 
were out shopping. I saw only a couple of younger girls there with 
their families.

Hi Gang, 


A quick scan of my saved mh101 posts didn't reveal anyone else's 
comments about this. I was tinkering with my rig and discovered that the 
audio bandpass filter peaks at 900 Hz. Simulating the filter in Spice 
revealed that the filter does indeed peak in this vicinity. Changing the 
value of C26 from .0022 uF to .0033 uF puts the center frequency at just 
about 700 Hz. The few extra dB of sensitivity will certainly help copying 
those sigs near the noise floor.
